1. / WolTgangfeauaiAer, me jnmumicK .loumallst vho has lnvolved himself 
^ ln the s ehernes of the South Tyrolean extremlsts « had over 100 »000 

leaflets printed for the Liberation Group for South Ty rol (Befrelimgsahtloa, 
für Südtirol ~ BAS) in the sunynrr of l$iöO. The manlfesto on the 
‘leafiets was al'gned with the“initials Fl&f ( Fremdenlegio n Sfldtlrol ). 

The South Tyrolean resietance le adere to vhom Pfaundler vlshed to glve 
the leaflets öbjected to this appellatlon and stated that their movement 
conslsted of genuine ly local Tyrolean patriots , not of foreign legionnaires, 
and that the name Bef re iungsaktlo n für SQdtirol had been Chosen öfter mature 
deliberatlon B Pfaundler argued then that any effective Underground activity 
f inane ed and supplled pure ly fron within the South Tyrol was impossible 
and that the designation FIST was therefore quite in Order. When the BAS 
Leaders remained adaaant, Pfaundler threatened to destroy the olready- 
printed leaflets. * 

2. ln the suanosr of I960 Pfaundler promised to dellver the BAS some "walkle- 
talkie" portable radio transmitter^recei vers, but after s oa e months pasoed 
and the ecnilpaen^ dld~nöt materiallze , the BAS Leaders became dlsenchanted 
with Pfaundler and conplained that he had also promised other thlngs ln the 
past and had not kept hiß promlses.

6 c On 7 September i 960 & meeting was he Id at the Innsbruck Laad haus at the 
invitiation of the Governor of the Tyrol, Hans Tschiggfrey, to discuss 
the strategy that Austria should follov at the United Kations Asseiably 
on the question of the South Tyrol. The meeting was attended by Foreign 
Minister Bruno Kreisky, State Secretary Franz Gschaitzer, and the Foreign 
Miniatry officials Dr. 8 imon Koller, Dr. Johann Dengler, Dr. Wilhelm Apfel, 
and Dr. Kurt Waldheim. The Tyrolean officials present were Governor 
Tschiggfrey. Dr. Aloys Oberhamoer, Katlonalrat Rupert Zechtl, Dr. Hubert 
Senn, and Dr. Viktoria Stadelmayer (or S tadln» lr) . The South Tyrolean 
politicians at the meeting vere Dr. Silvius Magnago, Dr. Alfons Benedikter, 

Dr. Friedl Volgger, Dr. Hans Stanek, Dr. Hans Dletl, and Dr. Tinzl (fnu).

In addition to the South Tyrolean pilgrims, a delegatlon from the 
North Tyrol was also to be present. After a sermon by Dean ( Dekan ) F3ach (fnu) f 
of Sterzlng, a Speech was to have been made by Pichler (fnu), a teacher from 

Sc he nach, near Merano, outside the church of Maria Trens. Folloving the 
speech, a ” spontaneous* demons trat Ion was to have been staged, and 1 t was 
hoped that this would be brutally dispereed by the Italian police. This 
inc ident could then be exploited for Propaganda purposes. When the Bishop 
of Br ixen, vho 1s hated by the South Tyrolean extrem! sts as a friend of the 
Italiens, heard of the plans for the pilgrimage, he announced the Intention of 
de live ring the sermon at Maria Trens himself . However, vhen he learned of the 
true character of the affair, he forbade the pilgrimage and decreed a day of 
prayer and penano.e instead.

BAS Threat to an Innsbruck Kewspaper 

9« On 5 September i 960 the Tiroler Tageszeitung of Innsbruck published an 
editoriaX strongly criticizing the Austrian Foreign Miniatry for br inging 
the South Tyrolean problem before the United Kations. Subsequently the 
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chlef editor and asaistant editor of the nevepaper recelved identical 
Xettera, signed "BAS 1 * and dated 10 September i960, vhich war ne d them 
that steps would be taken against the Ir personal aafety If a retraction 
of the editor ial stand of 5 September was not printed by 17 September. 
The letter ended: "Be assured that the Brenner frontier gives you no 

reason to fee! securel This we guarantee you. The BAS."

Field Comnent : ■' This episode would tend to give veight to the eusplcion 
volced in v < 6 9 3 7 of 13 April i960 that the Fremdenlegion SOdtirol is 

a fignant of Pfeilndler *s Imagination and is generally eynonymoos vlth ihe 
BAS. Source conncents, hovever, that the re are oany independent diasident 
groups in the South Tyrol vhich are not afflliated with the BAS and whieh 
espouse a more radical policy than the BAS. These splinter groups are 
independent of each other as veil as of the BAS and have no central control 
Organization. ’Xt ia possible then that FL3 or FLST does not denote an 
Organization, but is a term used by Pfaundler and bis assoc lates in Austria 
in reference to their activities in eupport of various extrendst groups in 
the South Tyrol » 
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
